The fight between industrial and craft 
unionists today threatened an upheav- 
al within American Federation of La- 
bor ranks in the next few months. 

A drastic change in the federation 
executive council's policy was said in 
authoritative inbor sources to be need- 
ed to maintain the federation as now 
set up. In fact, some quarters said 
plans for organization of a new fed- 
eration of industrial unions already 
are in the making. ‘ 

The fight over whether industrial 
workers should be organized by in- 
dustry or by craft has grown increas- 
ingly bitter within the last few years. 

No Support. in Council. 

This bitterness reached a high pitch 
last spring when the executive coun- 
cil allotted to craft unions several 
hundred employes at Anaconda Cop- 
per Mines in Montana. These em- 
ployes were claimed by the Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers, an industrial 
union, 

Only two of the council's 18 mem- 
bers, George L. Berry, of the Print- 
ing Pressmen, and John L, Lewis, of 
the United Mine Workers, supported 
the mine union. The council's third 
industrial unionist, David Dubinsky, 


of the Ladies’ Garment Workers, was 
not at the meeting. 

At its January meeting the council 
had struck ancther blow at industrial 
unionists in writing the charter fot 
the united automobile workers. The 
charter stipulated that machinists in 
machine shops and maintenance men 
were to be organized by craft unions, 
not by the industrial union, 

Since those meetings the machinists 
have attempted to take coal mine ma- 
chine shop employes out of the United 
Mine Workers. Several craft unions 


also have mad* efforts to organize 
shipyard workers at the New York 
Shipbuilding Company's Camden (N. 
J.) plant, despite the organization of 
an industrial union there. 

The sources which disclosed the pos- 
sibility of a rift declined to name the 
unions which might seek withdrawal 
from the A. F. of L.

~ MORE HEALTH UNITS 


State Director Cites Benefits 
of Work in 31 of 159 


Georgia Counties. 


Urging the establishment of more 
county health units in Georgia, Dr. 
T. F. Abercrombie, director of the 
State Department of Public Health, 
yesterday cited public benefits in pre- 
yenting the spread of epidemics and 
promotion of health conditions gener- 
| ally. 
| Organized public health work is 
/now being carried on in only 31 of the 
'state’s 159 counties, but these 31 
take in about 45 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, Dr, Abercrombie said. 

“A well organized health depart- 
ment assists in protecting and im- 
proving the health of all the people, 
young and old,” he said. 

_ “An expectant mother may get in- 
| structions about preparing for the 
‘arrival of the baby, and may consult 
'the health department for general ad- 
ivice about diet, training and care of 
| babies and young children, and a 
‘nurse will visit the home and help 
‘carry out the instructions of physi- 
cians. 

| “The health officer not only tries 
_to protect people from active cases 
of disease, but he is on the alert 
| to locate carriers of certain infectious 
germs, and do a great amount of pre- 
| vention.” 
| Dr Abercrombie described carriers 
as apparently healthy persons who 
habitually harbor germs. After a pa- 
tient recovers from a disease, he said 
it is essential that they remain under 
observation during the “germ harbor- 
ing” period. 

| The health director asked residents 
‘of counties having health officers to 
co-operate by reporting to him any 
‘eases of communicable diseases to 
prevent the spread of epidemics.

Katherine F. Lenroot, Chief of Children’s Bureau, Finds 
Shortage of Milk, Inadequate Free Medical Facilities 
in Atlanta Survey; Study Made of Five Cities. 


A graphic picture of the effects of 
the depression on children, family 
life and standards of living in At- 
lanta is presented by Katharine F. 
Lenroot, chief of the United States 
Children’s Bureau of the Department 
of Labor, in a report of a study of 
families, including both relief and 
non-relief households. 


The survey was made In selected 
areas of five cities in a total of 259 
families. Memphis, Racine, Terre 
Haute and Washington, D. C., are 
also included in the report.

Chicago. bill passed and was 
sent to the governor. 

The horse-parlor is a gambling ex- 
cha resembling, in a general way 
and miniature, a stock or cotton 
exchange. It is connected by wire 
with the horse-parks all over the 
country and its clients are kept post- 
on the fluctuating odds or prices 
on the horses just as the clients in 
a broker’s office are advised of stock 
fluctuations by the illuminated tape 
which creeps across the wall. 

They bet with the house just as 
the broker’s clients bet with the bro- 
ker, except that the broker is sup- 
posed to put through an actual pur- 
chase or sale. 

Most horse-parlor operators are 
criminals, for theirs is an under- 
world racket, as Professor Burgess 
observed, which has existed for many 
years by the sanction of thieving poli- 
ticians and police executives, 

Many of the horse-parks which 
have sprung up, strictly as promo- 
tions, are conducted by underworld 
characters, including some with crim- 
inal records. Even though their mu- 
tuel departments are nominally super- 
vised by estate inspectors, the custom- 
ers’ only reliance is the conscience of 
the racketeers. 


Political 
Appointees. 


The inspectors are 
political appointees 
recommended for 
their petty, seasonal 
jobs by the same sort of boss politi- 
cians who have permitted the parlors 
to operate all this time. The inspec- 
tor’s principal concern, officially, is 
to see that the state receives its stip- 
ulated share of the gross mutuel re- 
ceipts every day. 

If the racketeer who runs the horse- 
park decides to drop in a bet on the 
winning horse after the race is run 
and another little retroactive bet for 
the inspector and the politician who 
got him his appointment it would be 
most ungracious, and not merely un- 
usual but miraculous, of the inspector 
to roll his eyes to heaven and say 
that, no, he couldn't be a party to 
the deal, as that would savor of dis- 
honesty. 

The horse tracks and horse parlors, 
though many miles apart, have been 
drawn together in the present phase 
of the twin rackets. The parlors are 
virtually a chain-store system and 
some of the tracks are controlled by 
the trust that owns the parlors. 

Under this system the chain of par- 
lors is able to control the prices 
which are paid to the client gamblers 
who sit taking their ease and their 
chances far from the scene of the 
races, saving the expense of transpor- 
tation and tickets to the track. 


Of course, the profit is in- 
Huge calculable, even with the 
Profit. parlors operating more or 
am furtively; but with 
open rooms in Chicago, the trust 
would have a monopoly under legal 
sanction. , The toll which would be 
taken then defies the imagination. 
Most of this profit would go to a 
small group of well-known racketeers 
who -have been consolidating their 
trust by shrewd methods and the ef- 
fective devices of bribery, sabotage 
and physical intimidation during the 
development of the horse-park boom. 
Independent parlors could not hope 
to operate under the plan indorsed by 
the professor of the University of 
Chicago. At the outset they would 
find themselves unable to obtain reli- 
able reports by wire. So the Illinois 
law proposes, in effect, to issue an 
exclusive charter to a small group of 
racketeers whose scope of operations 
is national to rob the citizens at will. 
Of course, the citizens have been 
similarly robbed in ther gambling op- 
erations in the brokerage offices

A frequent question asked by read- 
ers of this column is why the United 
States Department of the Interior 
should be interested in wild-life, or 
why the Department of Agriculture 
should be concerned with animal life. 
This answer is simple, but requires 
some explaining. 

Long years ago the farmers in the 
newly-explored and _ sparsely-setttled 
west were having a terrible time with 
rodent pests that increased byond nor- 
mal numbers under cultivation of the 
land and became very destructive to 
crops. Birds, too, were giving trouble 
in places. With the characteristic at- 
titude of the federal service it was de- 
cided to establish a Bureau of Econom- 
ic Mammalogy and Ornithviogy. The 
function of this bureau was to con- 
duct research on the various animals 
and birds and decide what should be 
done about regulations affecting their 
abundance. 

So the new bureau was established 
and went to work. It grew, but as it 
grew the demand for its findings and 
control work grew far too heavy for 
the limited personnel to handle. The 
scope of the bureau was enlarged, and 
the personnel was extended. Scientists 
entered the government service to car- 
ry on investigations of all sorts. Their 
findings have saved millions of dol- 
lars to farmers annually in the Unit- 
ed States. I do not like to have to 
justify scientific work on a dollar-and- 
cents basis but it is very necessary at 
times. 

Somewhere down the line the name 
of the bureau was changed and short- 
ened. It became the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey. Now when the mi- 
gratory bird treaty act was approved 
this bureau was given the charge of 
seeing that its provisions were observ- 
ed. Dicoatests the scope of the bureau 
was again enlarged. 

Now when Mr. Darling took the 
thing over, he whacked it to bits and 
reorganized it for more effective action 
in the fact of the duck shortage. He 
is continuing along the same lines, 
with the work becoming more involved 
and effective every day. 

I will have to go into history for 
the Department of Interior, but I'll 
get the information for you sometime 
soon.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—(UP)— 
Dr. J. P. Leake, United States pub- 
lic health service veteran atid reput- 
ed to know more about infantile pac 
ralysis epidemics than any other phy- 
sician in the country, will leave to- 
morrow for Raleigh. 

He will work with health officials 
there in the battle te bring under con- 
trol the disease which has caused 312 
cases of illness since January 1 and 
18 fatalities since May 1. 

Dr. Leake, who worked in the New 
York epidemic of 1916 and the Cali- 
fornia outbreak of last year, ‘will 
be the third mémber of the public 
health service in North Carolina. Dr. 
A. G. Gilliam has been in the state 
for the past three weeks. Dr. W. 
P, Dearing will arrive from Boston 
tomorrow to work with Dr. Gilliam 
in inoculating those children who 


volunteer to try the rark-Brodie 
serum which is believed to prevent 
the disease from being effective on 
those treated. 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C., July 7.— 
(*)—Three conventions have been can- 
celled and all public meetings barred 
in Chapel Hill as a precaution against 


*the spread of infantile paralysis. 


Not a single case of the disease 
or any symptoms indicating its pres- 
ence, however, have been reported in 
Orange county, Dr. S. A. Nathan, 
health officer, declared. 

Meetings called off included those 
of Amateur Artists, Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs and 
North Carolina [Letter Carriers. A 
series of lectures on marriage also 
has been cencelled for fear of the 
spread of infantile paralysis.

Stalin Heads Group for 


Democratic Polls. 


MOSCOW, July 7.—4)—The com- 
mittee appointed to alter the constitu- 
tion to provide for the introduction 
of parliamentary practices in the so- 
viet form of government held its first 
meeting today under the chairmanship 
of Joseph Stalin. 

These changes, calculated to liberal- 
ize national elections, were ordered by 
the soviet all-union congress last Feb- 
ruary at the suggestion of President 
Michael Kalinin. In his closing speech 
to the congress Vyacheslaff Molotoff, 
president of the council of commissars, 
said the soviet system would be called 
on to embrace “‘all that is best in the 
parliamentary form of government.” 

The proposed changes will call for 
the inauguration of direct voting with 
the secret ballot to give all classes 
equal representation in congress and 
will confirm socialist property as the 
basis of soviet society. 

Industrial Workers hitherto had the 
right to elect one delegate to congress 
for each 25,000 persons. while ril- 
lagers and peasants could have no 
more than one representative for each 
125,000 persons.
